PANAMA CITY (\P)—Five transport 
planes will fly today to David, capital 
of Chiriqui Province, 200 miles south- 
west of Panama, to take aboard $3,- 
000,000 in gold bars found in a sunken 
tunnel July 15. 

News of the discovery, confirmed by 
the Panamanian government, started 
a “gold rush” by natives of the region, 
in which, centuries ago, the Spanish 
conquistadores worked their fabulous- 
ly-rich gold mines. 

The gold bars, dug up by Arrin G.
